PiTTsHURo. July U'S.— A wind and 
rainstorm of uinisual fiiTcoin'ss visited 
this city at la.st eveiiiiiR, causiMp 
the losa of at least three Urea aud doiiiK 
immenie damage to propwty . Several 
dwelllngt were completelj demolishpd 
and othen partially wrecked. Ei^rht or 
10 churches had their roofs Mown otT 
and otherwise damaged. Tclegrai))). 
tel'iphone and electric light poles were 
ped like pipeitems, mixing thr> 
ru in an inextricable maat in tlte 
«tt, making travel in many seotious 
e city impossible. Pierce lightning' 
aiULhiuh wind arcoini)aiii('d the (-tfirin. 
or n»her two storms, for Pittsburg and 
Allegheny was the ineetint,' fjlace of one 
•torni from the west, which came up 
the Ohio valley, nnd another from the 
east, which followed the conru of the 
Allegheny river. Snch a battle of the 
elements is larely witnessed. In East 
Fittslnirg and Wilmerdiug huil full in 
large ([uantltiea, the itones being qnite 
large. 

In the first live minutes of the storm 
.68 of an inch of water fell and the 
wind reached a velool^ of 80 miles au 
hour. 

At 8 p. m. another storm almost ns 
fierce as the first came np and .68 of nn 
inch fell, making a total of 1.88. The 
rivers are now rising and another flood 
is expected. 

Among the casualties reported is nn 
accident to the camp of the Eighth 
Ward hooting and flsning club of Al- 
legheny. The clnb was at its camp iu 
Sogar Grove, about fonr miles np the 
Allegheny river, when the storm came 
np. The members say it was a genuine 
cyclone. The trees in the grove were 
Moken and twisted as though they were 
weeds and one large sycamore, 80 feet 
in circumference, was snapped off near 
the ground and fell upon the tent 
of the campers, killiug almost instantly 
John Figus, broke the back of George 
Miller, who will die, and seriously in- 
jured Thomas O'Connell, Charles 
V'osaick, Jacob Mets, IVsnk Ott aud 
Harry Haddle. 

On (rreenfleld avenue, in the East 
End. Joseph Ashfelder wJis killed by a 
Fi^'n being blown down, BtriUnf him on 

tlie head. 

At .Mc'Kees Kooks, wliere Professor 
Gerodette, curator of Cariieyie museum, 
had a ^'aiiR of men at work mnixmiz an 
old Indian mound in the interest of 
Kcieihc. lifihtninjj struck the shed under 
wliich the party had taken refuf:e, 
shiickinx one of the lalmrers. an nld 
man, into uncmiscidusiiess, alx) a youutr 
man by the name uf iViol, son ul' a cul- 
IcjH' professor, botli of wIkjui will pinb- 
ably die. 

The result of the storm in jiiujierty 
dnmapc has not all ln-ei' ^^aflu red in, 
but it is known thitt all tlirouKh Alle- 
plieny, the .Smith Sidi' and tin' Kast 
End. many liouses were uiiroofeil, siuns 
blown (liiwn and windows brnken. 
Aloug Penn toward Homewoi id. where 
many tine suburban mansions are lo- 
cated, the splendid lawu.s are comiib'te- 
ly destroved and the beautiful and or- 
namental trees ruined. It is estimated 
that 1100,000 will hardly cover the loss 
in this locality alone. 

Reports from outlying towns tell of 
much damage to houses anrt other prop- 
erty, but no lives lost so far as known. 

Ul Allegheny I J peojile were struck 
by lightning. They are in the hospital 
and considered by the pliyscians to be 
in a critical condition. 

The names are: Abner Hays, freif;ht 
receiver of the Fort Wayne railroad; A. 
M. Bennett and three children, Au^n^^t 
Buedts, his wife and four children. Mr. 
HajB was sitting in tlie house. door 
when a bolt uf liKhteniiiK' struck the 
building, knocking Mr. Hays unconsci- 
ous. MX. Bennett and his children 
were standing on their porch on St. 
Oli^ Terraoe, when a flash was con- 
ducted txtm a trolley wire iu front of 
the house to the porch, prostrating the 
entixv party. The Snedts family were' 
eating supper when lightning struck tho 
residence, foUowlug tne chimney flue to 
the dining room. About half an hour 
later a neighbor discovered the whole 
family lying on the floor in an nnoon* 
scions conditioa. The maj rtcover, but 
it is doubtful.' 

In Pittsburg reports of damage to 
nr(<p(>rty is still coming in. On Wash* 
lUKtou street two houses, a machine 
shop and the Fifth U. P. church were 
blown down and oomplstely mined, but 
fortunately no one was injured, 'i'he 
row of houses belov.fsd to the Denny 
estate and hml been condemned and. the 
t^.iai^ had removed from them. The 
c'entenary M. E. church, on Kirkput- 
rk k street, had its roof and steeple cur- 
ried away by the wind, the bells from 
the tower were thiowa to th« ground 
and broken. 

The rofjf of the John Wesley chapel, 
A. M. E., was torn away ami earned 
2(1(1 feet. The Pittsburg hi>fh school and 
Holy (ibost coUi'ge suffered somewhat, 
but .Uf not b;;(lly danKij.'ed. 

Keturns from the different sections of 
the two cities show 25 or i'.o ]>eoiile iu- 
juxed more or less by foiling trees, roots,

TWAVIU BLOCKKD. 

A OMtTMthw ttftm SwMpa Over South- 
•ni Nlohlgan. 

Detroit, July 2S. — A destructive 
storm swept through the southern por- 
tion of the state. The most alarming 

reports come from Homes, Calhoun 
county, in tlic vii iiiify (jf wliicli uri'Ht 
damaKe was done to farming jiroperty. 
Farmlioiises are rep(jrted overturned 
and wrecked, barns thrown down and 
all crops laid low. The wind aud ruin 
followed the storm which was so severe 
that it has interf(>red with both tele- 
^'raph aud telentione service uud it i.s 
practically impRiStble to receive definite 

reports. 

Tlie storm was very severe. FuIIn 
two inclies of rain fell inside of thre" 
hours, doinj,' considerable damaire by 
flooding the basements of business 
hou-ses. The electrical dis])lay acccjiu- 
punying llu^ rain lasted from 7 (j'clock 
to midnight atul made tlie heavon-; as 
light as day. Every stret'tc.ir road in 
tlie city suffered and scores of fuses 
were burned out, bluckiug truvol. 

TrM Crushed HI* Sknll. 

Nf.w Your:, July 2H.— A storm swejit 
ovf r this city last evening accompanied 
by lieavy tliunder and u brilliant dis- 
])lay of lightning. The nuiximum ve- 
loi ity of the wind was 60 miles, but this 
only lasted for five minutes. Iluiu fell 
for three hours, the total precipitation 
being one-third uf an inch. 

A house on the Harlem river, in 
which was tho swit<;hbourd for the 
Western Union com|jauy's wires, which 
run uudcr Hurlem nver, was stmck by 
lightning, and all vrires east and West 
were reudei-ed useless. 

The storm between here and Phila- 
delphia cut off many of the southern 
wires, and for a short time commouicu- 
tiou with the outside world was much 
hampered. Oharles P. Siegle, a clerk, 
was killed iu Eleventh street by a tree 
falling on him, crushing his skull. 

Coluiubus %'liilted. 

Ck>Lt7ifBU8, O.. July 88.— At 7:20 last 
evening a severe windstorm, followed 

by a licavy rain, struck this section, at- 
taining a velocity of 45 miles. Tlie gale 
came from the north, following in the 
main the valley of the ScKjto river. In 
tlie (((untry corn and other crojis were 
Muwn down and trees uprootiMl. In 
this city s'-veral roof> were blown otV 
and the daiiiagi s amount to sevi'r.d 
tliou>aipi dollars. Half of the roof of 
the Brown .Manufacturing cominny's 
buiMing was carried across Town street 
and over two houses, a distance of 100 
yards. 8o far as reported no lives were 
lost.

Mii.v>-.\rKi;i:, July 'Js. — Two severe 
storms swept over the eastern portion 
of the state Sunday night. This place 
was struck by lightning aud much dam- 
age has been done. There was u small 
cloudburst over this city and the rain 
fell in such quantities that the streets 
ore filled with water aod cellars iu the 
downtown district are flooded .

He was se- 
cretly driven to the South Akron depot, 
but a large crowd gathtred b. fore fir 
train left. He laughed and talked 
merrily, and declared he would never 
hung. 

Miss Lillian Allen, or "Marion Arch- 
er." as she preferred to call herself, the 
Cleveland woman detective, who fas- 
cinated Cotell and drew from him a con- 
fession of the Stone f.imily murder, got 
her il.OiK) from the county commission- 
ers and quietly slipped out of town. 

She said she hod gained lots of unen- 
viable notoriety and was illy p.iid. She 
said that she firot saw Cotell Sunday, 
April 6, although she came to Akron 
the day previous and called at the Jail. 

"I went to his cell with a number of 
women who conducted religious jerv- 
ices," said Miss Archer, "in which I 
assisted. The bov seemed to take a lik- 
ing to nie, and after that I called qnite 
regularly. He soon placed great uonfl- 
dence in mo." 

"What do yon suppose caused him to 
trust von so implicitly?" 

"Well, I'll tell yon," answered the 
woman detective, with a twinkle in her 
eye, "I won him by religion. I read 
the Bible to him, prayed and all that 
sort of thintr. He confessed the whole 
crime to me on my third visit to the 
jail; then I kejit on going, hoping t > 
tiiid the missing articles of nnderwear." 

"Miss Archer, did yon ever make love 
to Homie r"' 

The pretty detective seemed a bit an- 
noyed at this (]uestion. and flushed 
slightly. Slie rei>lied that she did not 
iMie t I aii-wer. "I will m"rely say." 
she addi il. "fh.it I told Cotell we Would 
talk over that inatfer in all its details 
after he had been i leared and was out 
of .iail. We detectives, you know, 
can't ahvay clinose our mefho Is." 

She s iys" Cotell has written a history 
of his life and tli.it it is in her posses- 
sion. 

Cotell's attorneys, in order t'lat they 
might sliai)e their future course, laacie .i 
last d<'S)ierate aftemiit to forcea(0"i- 
fession of guilt fmm their i lient. At- 
tiu'iiev Vons. his law p.irtner, L. 
I'anlee. went to the J, 111 and lem.r.n.-.l 
for an hour. Tie >• took turns in ques- 
tioning and thre;iii niiiLT the boy, lait all 
to no purpose, lie ^eerne(i to Ir' more 
dowieast and diMouraL'eil when tht 
talk ended than he h.id been at aiiv tiiii • 
since his arrival, but he protest 'd his 
innocence at evt ry !iie ith .iii<i did iii't 
make a siiigh? datii.igiii_' adniission. 
He has always denied his gmlt to his 
attorneys.

A large majority of the dele- 
gates voted against the ailuiissi<.ii of 
anarchists wh> n the question of wheth- 
er they should be received as delegates 
was mooted in the plenary congress. 
The anarchists, who were present with 
their credentials us trad'- unionists, in- 
sisted uitun the right of >peaking. 

The English an<l (ieinian delegates 
warmlv opposed their being allowed to 
air their views on auy subject before 
the congress, and clamored for an im- 
mediate vote on the <juestion of their 
expulsion. A urolonged uproar fol- 
lowed, the aimrcnistH and their support- 
ers being apparently determined that 
they shouhl be received as delegates. 
The chairiiian's bell was rung for sev- 
eral miuntes iu a vaiu attempt to secure 
order, both sides shouting at once. 
Finally the anarchists tried to storm 
the platform, and then occurred a most 
disgraceful scene. Their opponents 
rallied in front of the platform and 
hurled the anarchists back in fisticuff 
encounters. 

The delegates of the British ludepend- 
eut Labor party sides with the anarch- 
ists in their efforts to command recog- 
uition. 

Mr. James Keir Hardie, who formerly 
represented the labor party iu the house 
of commons, was conspicuous for his 
bawling and personal tlireuts against 
the chairman. It having been found 
impossible to restore even a semblance 
of order, the chairman declared the 
congress adjourned for the day, aud 
ordered^he hall to be cleared. 

After the adjom-nmeiit the delegates 
formed in groups in the street in front 
of the hall and continued their excited* 
debates for a time.
